• On line 11 of page 2 of the specification, "otational and axia" has been 
changed to -rotational and axial- in order to correct typographic errors. 

• The description of Figure 2 on page 2 of the specification has been 
changed to delete "perspective." Contrary to applicant's comments, since this 
figure lacks foreshortening and an apparent horizon, it is not a perspective. In 
fact, suggestion that it is in perspective worsens the impression that contacts 
22a, 22b, etc. would interfere with the operation.
